duction during the week, ending Sept. 12. Its output, 


combined with that of Studebaker, Packard, Nash-La- | 


Fayette (all of whom are turning out 1937 models), and 
Ford, which is still producing 1936 cars, brought the total 
production for the current week to an estimated 32,820 
units, compared with a revised total of 26,144 for the 
previous week. Within the next 10 days these plants 
will be augmented by several others and the weekly pro- 
duction will gain steadily until all of the manufacturers 
are once more in full operation. Production of the new 
lines is expected to reach a high point without the loss 
of much time since there are still 1,175,000 units to be} 
turned out for the final quarter of the year if the in- 
dustry is to reach its anticipated goal for 1936 of 4,600,000 
ears and trucks. There is no doubt but that this figure 
will easily be attained since the makers during the final | 
quarter of last year produced 1,107,000 units, or only a 
few less than the figure required for this year. Since 
1936 production for the first nine months of the year ran 
some 13 per cent ahead of the first nine months of 1935, 
it can be seen that if this rate of gain is continued 
through the final quarter of the present year, the goal 
will not = be achieved, but surpassed. As pointed out 
in ADN last week, the total for the year will probably 
run around 5,000,000 units, which would compare with the 


previous record year in 1929, when 5,621,715 units were 
produced. A number of the larger makers, notably 
Buick, have spent millions in increasing their plant 


facilities and it is expected that as they resume produc- 
tion they will do so on a considerably higher scale than 


that observed before the inventory period.

estimate may come in for later revision, as sales this year 
have, to a great extent, been irregular, with last minute 
changes in totals as a few remaining states veer off wide- 
ly from their accustomed registration proportions. On 
the basis of 255,000 to 260,000 units, however, August, this 
year, will take its place as the fourth highest August in 
history. Higher Augusts were: 1925, 261,307; 1926, 306,790; 
1928, 329,674, and 1929, 376,886. It is hardly fair, how- 
ever, to put August, 1936, on a balance with previous 
August figures and expect it not to be outweighed. It 
must be borne in mind that in relation to the model year, 
August, this year, represents virtually the last month 
of the year. Previous Augusts, under the old announce- 
| ment plan, were three to four months ahead of new mod- 
els. With this in mind, while August, 1936, in relation to 
| the calendar year, is a few notches below the high point, 
lit is, in relation to previous model years, far and away 
an all-time high. Comparing August, 1936, with Novem- 
| ber or December of previous years, it has a tremendous 
|lead over the highest November ever recorded—211,736 
|in 1929—and nearly double any December in history, the 
highest of which was 160,883 in 1928.

Truck Figure figures, will, when the August books are 
Setsa New closed, total somewhere in the vicinity of 
August High 60,000, with a strong possibility, in view of 
present indications, that this figure may 
be topped. There may, on the other hand, be a down- 
ward revision as more states report. Figures at hand 
total 20,348 units registered in 21 states. These states, 
on the basis of last year’s figures, account for approxi- 
mately one-third of the nation’s total. From these fig- 
ures, the ADN estimate is tentatively placed at about 
60,000 units. This figure would place this August top 
among all Augusts, the closest in the past being 52,557 
in 1929.

This trend is still in progress and 
the figure of $150,000,000 does not take into consideration 
the expansion programs of other industries which supply 
parts and materials to the makers of automobiles. A 
good portion of the automotive expenditure has been 
directed within the past year to a program of decentral- 
ization of industry which is aimed to spread employment 
more evenly throughout the country and to ease the 
blow of, if not eliminate entirely, those sharp fluctuations 
in employment with which the industry has been afflicted 
in the past. With programs set up as they are at the 
present time there is every indication that car makers 
look forward to 1937 with most optimistic hopes.
